Continuation of 1 1: Firstly, applicant's response is largely based upon amendments that will not be entered. Secondly, applicant's 
arguments do not appear to be commensurate in scope with the pending or proposed claims. Applicant has argued that the 
polyurethane of EP 262488 is essentially a filler material, whereas the instant invention requires that the polyurethane be the matrix 
material. It is not seen that this argument distinguishes the claims, because once the polyurethane material of EP 262488 is subjected 
to radical triggered polymerization, the material will form or become part of the matrix. Despite applicant's response, the rejections 
have been maintained for the reasons set forth within the final Office action. 
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
